OliR WASHINOTON LETTER. 

(■1 BUM II. TAVKNNKK.) 

Should a fiscal system which 
I >t.*r in i ts those who nwii 90 per 
" cut. of the wealth of the United 
States to shoulder but 10 per 
rent, of the burden of taxation, 
lie remedied? 

1 lie Democratic House believes 
that it should, iind hence the pas 
■NfO of the excise-income tax 
bill whicli levies u tax of 1 per 
cent, on incomes in excess of $f>,- 
OK) a year. 

This does not mean that all 
persons having more than $5,000 
must pay a tax on the excess of 
that sum. It means that tho 
who have an aunual "income" 
or "protit" of more than fo,000 
must pay the 1 per cent, tax on 
;dl income or profit exceeding 
0,000. It will be necessary in 
most cases for a person to have a 
< apitalized sum of about $100,- 
"»00 before he is called upon to 
pay 1 per cent, tax on that por- 
tion in excess of $6,000. 

The standpatters, however, say 
this plan is class legislation. Thev 
were never heard to complain of 
the present system of raisina; rev- 
enue to run the government as 
being class legislation, although 
it is even more class legislation 
than that proposed under the ex- 
cise-income tax bill. Under the 
present system the burden falls 
entirely upon the masses, wealth 
alnne being the one thing untax- 
ed for federal revenue. 

The masses of the people pro- 
duce the wealth, and by legisla- 
tive advantage a few get posses- 
sion of it, and now these few oh. 
ject to the transfer of the tax 
f rom but one article of general 
consumption— sugar — to wealth. 
They would prefer that the gov- 
ernment continue to tax sugar 
instead of wealth, because they 
eat no more sugar than the sec- 
tion hand or the mill worker and 
therefore under the present sys- 
tetn are compelled to pay no 
greater tax to the government 
t han the poorest man. 

The United States is practical- 
ly the only one of the great na- 
tions today that raises practical- 
ly all its revenue by taxing the 
people according to their needs 
nod practically according totheir 
poverty, and allows wealth to_go 
untaxed. 

The covernment now raises 
18] 4,000,000 annually by placing 
;m import duty or tariff on the 
things the people eat, wear or 
use Banks, railroads and steam- 
ship line, pay nothing because 
iliey do not come in through the 
customs houses. Mr. Rockefel- 
ler pays no more taxes than the 
ivcruue citizen because he uses 
no more of the things the people 
must have in order to live than 
'Iocs the average man.
